The intern is the product of some twenty years’ formal education. The figures are impressive, but really 
only serve to point up the fact that he has arrived to sit firmly rooted at the bottom of an impressive hier- 
archy of his medical associates. His position is secure in that he can’t go any lower nor is there anyone 
beating down the door to get his job. But he will, we will, never have it as good as we ’ve had it throughout 
the last four years. 

These last four years have been really good, but as with most things gone, they won’t be appreciated for 
a while. Some morning, about four AM, as our third after-midnight admission wafts off to sleep the per- 
spective will be ripe and the lost security of those phase-I labs with their precleaned glassware, assembled 
biochem apparatus and ever-presence of Drs. Utter, Sable, Astrachan, Hopkins. . . will be remembered. 
That anxiety that floated around before the first exam will be a small part of the remembrance because it 
was so nicely dissipated by the mechanics of the system. We had a great deal of work to do, but my friend, 
remember the time available in which to do it. Free time put as much a burden on our imagination as did 
Dr. Kuypers and the myriad of neuropathways that came with him. In the old days, there was never 
enough time to do the job at hand, thus a less than perfect grade was passed off on that basis. But if, in the 
back of our minds, we approached with such an excuse in our armamentarium, we were in for a rude 
awakening. Time was not at a premium and grades were not the issue. This in itself caused some anxiety, 
so we played basketball, squash or just took afternoon walks to work it off. Family Clinic and all its con- 
trovery caused many mutterings. Anybody could take care of well babies, we wanted to see some real pa- 
thology. Who were we kidding? Anything short of phocomelia would most certainly have gone unno- 
ticed. Clinical medicine became more a reality amidst the phase-II study of pathology. Drs. Moore and 
Schoenberg shouted the anathemas of lung cancer at us from behind great clouds of blue smoke while 
our psychiatric preceptors resolved the apparent paradox as overt denial. Sessions at the V.A. and 
Lakeside with clinical preceptors lingered on as an outlet for our clinical energies which were so often mis- 
directed toward agreeing that we heard a Grade II/ VI mid-diastolic rumble when we barely knew what 
one was. Things became less secure, though, as clerkships approached. Dr. Singer shocked us out of any 
oblivion we might have fallen into and following that practical, which bore a pleasant similarity to the 
three extra review sessions he’d conducted for us, our minds slammed shut to the didactic of the class- 
room. Basics had become a reality and served as a lesson in how much we really did not know. We were 
divvied up into small groups and turned loose on Lakeside, the V.A. and Metro. Dr. Weed, who had re- 
cently become the White Knight at CMGH smiled knowingly as we arrived, ‘““Where’s your syllabus, fel- 
lows?”’, he smirked. We knew we’d not have the last laugh. By bits and snatches our clinical acuity in- 
creased and for 18 months we all went separate ways. Soon, incredibly, it was March 13th, and the NIMP 
results came back. It was really hit home that we were to leave. The fine friendships we had developed 
were to be interrupted. The shelter of medical school was gone and the responsibility, which was once 
only to ourselves, extended now ina very real way toa patient for whom we would have more than a token 
responsibility. The rigors of basic science would give way to the ambiguities of the human personality and 
although no Phase-I student would agree, the TCA cycle is a lesson much more easily learned.
